who, with William B. Poland, has 
just completed a survey of condi- 


tions there. 
On the basis of Hoover's report the 


‘food administration announced that 
hereafter 180,000 tons of supplies, 
including clothing, would be shipped 
to Belgium each month. As this will 
require 160,000 dead weight tons of 
shipping in addition to the 340,000 
tons now on charter to the relief 
commission, application for addi- 
tional tonnage has been made to 
the Shipping Board. 

The cost of the entire relief pro- 
|gram will be borne by the Belgian 
|and French Governments from loans 
made by the American Government. 
| France’s part of the expense will be 
| for supplying the people of Northern 
France, as well as several hundred 
thousand refugees who were forced 
from that section into Belgium 
during the retreat of the German 
forces. 


Text of Report. 

Hoover’s report says: 

“Together with Mr. Poland, Eu- 
ropean director of the Commission 
for Relief in Belgium, I have now 
completed a survey of the entire 
Belgian situation as disclosed by the 
evacuation. The work of the Amer- 
ican relief officials in Europe during 
the last month has been beyond all 
praise, because they have followed 
up the retreating army with distribu- 
tions and there has been no break in 
the food supply at any point. 

“Prior to the armistice, the Ger- 
/man army had completely destroyed 
/a zone of railroads and canals some 
|20 miles wide, extending entirely 
across Belgium. After the armistice 
there was comparatively little de- 
struction of transportation to the 
rear of this zone, and with the rapid 
‘rehabilitation of transportation fa- 
cilities across this zone of destruc- 
‘tion the problem of distribution of 
food and of reconstruction can be 
/undertaken with much less difficulty 
| than at present. 

“The Germans in their final re- 
| treat removed but little of the relief 
| supplies. 

“Their action towards the native 
harvests and cattle in their with- 
drawal differs widely in different 
areas. They started to take all re- 
maining hogs from the western part 
of Belgium, except those hidden by 
the peasants in underground caves. 

“After the armistice, however, and 
with the demoralization of the Ger- 
man army in its final retreat, many 
of these beasts were abandoned or 
sold by soldiers to the peasants fur- 
ther back, and in practical results 
there appears to have been no wide- 
spread cattle stealing in the retreat 
although during the four years of 
occupation there has been a great 
diminution, probbaly over one-half, 
in the total number of cattle and

ALL AMERICAN PRISONERS 
REMOVED FROM GERMANY 


Only Half Dozen Too Ill to Travel 
Remain; Help Now to Be Given 
Serbians and Rumanians. 

BERLIN, Dec. 25.—With the ex- 
ception of half a dozen men who are 
too ill to be moved, all American 
war prisoners have left Germany. 
They are now completely out of the 
country or at ports awaiting trans- 
portation. 

The work went on smoothly, be- 
eause the Germans were very willing 
to yield to the urgency asked by 
Gen. Harris, in charge of the evacu- 
ation, and W. J. Husband, who start- 
ed the movement before the arrival 
of Gen. Harris. Husband was so ac- 
live that fully half the prisoners had 
gone before Gen. Harris reached 
here from Spa.
